P ro p o sed P o sta l S avings R a n k s. 
C hicago, November 25ih.—The Tribune's 
W ashington dispatches say : The draft of n 
bill for a {lostal savings bank system which 
Postmaster-General Jam es will cause to be 
presented to Congress will embrace the fol­ 
lowing features : 
First, ihat the Postoffice 
Departm ent should be authorized to establish 
postal savings banks at its discretion ; second, 
the system should be self-sustaining, no ap­ 
propriations being required ; third, the credit 
of the U nited States shall be pledged for the 
payment to the depositor or his legal repre­ 
sentatives of every sum deposited in accord­ 
ance with the provisions of the A ct ; fourth, 
the rate of interest to the depositors shall bo 
two per cent, per annum, the one per cent, 
difference to be for the payment of ail the ex­ 
penses of whatever nature under the system, 
and the surplus, if any, to be turned into the 
general fund of the Postoffiee Departm ent. 
This bill will further provide for the safe 
keeping of money deposited until it can be 
turned over fo the 
central depository at 
W ashington for investm ent; for protection 
against fraud on the part of the depositor? ; 
for the early withdrawal of deposits a t option 
•if depositors, and for the detail of necessary 
inspector? and clerks. 
As at present agreed 
upon, each person can depoait no more than 
$500 in one year. 
Nor can ho have on de­ 
posit at any one time more than §1,500. 
Abram S. Hewitr, who lias been spending 
the summer in Europe, has paid special atten­ 
tion to the Postal -Savings B tnk system, and 
will be a warm supporter of it.

A ttorney for twelve years, and m et Guiteau 
frequently, but his relations w ith him were 
not professional. 
H e had loaned him m. uey, 
which was still due. 
H s had always re­ 
garded him as a very earnest, sine -re man, 
but unbalanced. 
He never saw any indica­ 
tion of violence. 
He always seemed to him 
a harmless man until recently. 
Scoville then referred to his previous de­ 
mands for certain printed newspaper slip3 
which were taken from Guiteau at the time 
of his arrest. A colloquy ensued between the 
couus;!, in which considerable feeling was 
shown upon both Bides. 
Scoville protested 
against the course of the D istrict A ttorney in 
the m atter, and the latter retorted from his 
seat, “ O.i, stuff ! 
Stuff ! 
All stuff ! ” The 
controversy was finally settled, and Scov;l!e 
called John A. Logan for the defense.

ness did not respond, however. 


GUITEAU’a RAGE AGAINST H IS DIVORCED W IFE. 
G ui’eau, who seemed greatly excited, here 
broke in again, and shouted: 
“ There is an­ 
other m atter I want to speak about right 
now. 
I understand that my divorced wife is 
to be brought here as a witness against me. 
If that is so there will be tronble. 
She was 
a poor, uufortunate tiling, and I never should 
have married her. 
B ut if she comes here to 
testify against me, and do me any harm, I ’ll 
rip up her whole record. 
She was seduced in 
Philadelphia and had a child before I rn .r- 
ried her.” 
W ith great difficulty Scoville, after same 
m inutes’ expostulations, succeeded in quiet­ 
ing Guiteau, 
OTHER WITNESSE8. 
Two other witnesses were called but failed 
to respond. 
Joseph B. Smith, of Freeport, 111., testified 
as to his acquaintance with the Guileau fam­ 
ily. 
W itness saw Guiteau here several times 
last spring. 
Frequent references were msde 
during the conversations to the office Guiteau 
was expecting to have. W itness told Guiteau 
th at he had no show for the Paris Consulship, 
and he would help him to get a clerkship or 
some minor position, where there was little 
responsibility attaching, but Guiteau became 
very indignant and said: “ You watch the 
papers the next three or four days, and you 
will see the announcement cf my appoint­ 
ment to the Paris Consulship.” 
W itness 
visited Guiteau some days since in jail, and 
asked him why he killed President Garfield. 
The plisc-ner was lying down on his couch. 
He arose excitedly and began a rambling sort 
of speech, saving: “ I didn’t do it. 
The 
Lord did it. 
I was only an instrum ent in 
removing the President.” 
A t times the 
prisoner would show great excitement, strik­ 
ing his fists agaiust the wall with consider­ 
able violence. 
Then he would relapse to a 
perfectly quiet state, speaking almost in a 
whisper. 
W itness received the impression 
that Guiteau was of unsound mind, 
l’eicg 
precsed for a more direct answer, he replied : 
“ I had not a doubt of it.” 
Upon 
cross-examination, witness stated 
that the last time he saw Guiteau it was on 
Tuesday evening before the assassination of 
the President. 
Guiteau took exception to the date, and iu- 
sisted th at he cid not see witness for a month 
previous to Ju ly 1st. 
W itness was sure of the correctness of his 
statem ent, as he went directly to Saratoga, 
and heard there of the killing of the Presi­ 
dent. 
Guiteau spoke out, “ I say it was the 1st of 
May. 
I don’t forget anything. 
You see 
that's the m atter with my brain. 
W hen any­ 
thing gets in there it sticks.” 
W itness resumed, when Guiteau broke in 
again, directly contradicting him. 
H e was cautioned to keep quiet, and re­ 
to rted : 
“ W e want the facts, Judge, to go 
before the jury, and nothing else. 
I claim 
th at my act was inspired by the Deity. 
I 
stake my case on th at position, and I ’ll take 
my chances on the result.” 
The prisoner continued to interrupt, m ak­ 
ing rambling and irrelevant remarks, until 
Judge Cox quite sharply threatened to gag 
him if ho did not keep quiet, 
Guiteau continued to interpose objections, 
bnt in a less objectionable manner, and 
gradually subsided altogether.

A lady w riter in an E astern journal ha: 
these sensible words : 
The day on which 
ycur boy w ith his “ shining m orning face ” 
steps out of tho door w ith a tin t reader 
under his arm , and is transform ed from a 
baby and pet into a schoolboy, your rela­ 
tions w ith th e world are changed as in the 
tw m kiiug of an eye. 
A new class of prob­ 
lems are thenceforw ard to be presented for 
your solution. 
I confess th a t I have fount! 
nothing in life so puzzling as th e com plica­ 
tions which grow out of the association o i 
one sm all boy w ith others. 
W h at is a 
m other to do when her six year-old b o y 
comes in w ith a torn h at and flushed face, 
and explains by saying, 
“ I have been 
fightiDg, mamma. 
A boy h it me, and I 
h it back ” ? 
Y our theory m ay be th a t if a 
boy hits him unjustifiably, he ought to h it 
b a c k ; but, like some other theories, it 
does not w ork exactly as it ought to in 
practice, for it usually ends in the sm aller 
boy being severely w orsted, w hether h/i is ■ 
in the w rong or right, 
a Ou are afraid o í 
developing a cow ardly spirit if yon te ll 
him he m ust never h it back, and the policy 
of turning the other cheek when one has 
been sm itten would never do to be applied 
in “lie world tbe small boy lives in. 
T his 
question of belligerence, it seams to m e, 
cannot w’isely and successfully be general­ 
ized upon. 
T here is no one m axim, you 
can lay down for a child’s guidance; each 
ca3e may need to be dealt w ith in a pecu­ 
liar way. 
I was interested in observing, 
not long ago, the t fleet upon a boy of 
seven years, of laying down a maxim. 
Ho 
is the son of a m inister, one of those w ho 
still find in Jonathan E dw ards the. tru e 
expounder of th eir views. 
The child had 
been taught never, in any circum stances, 
to retaliate if a boy was unkind or ugly ; 
he was to bear it w ithout a word of re­ 
proach. 
He was sent to a private school, 
and one day, not being entirely devoid of 
hum an nature, he called two of th e o th er 
boys “ nam es,” and when school was c u t 
at noon they ran after him with evil in trn t. 
He, being older and larger, ran faster, a n d 
th ey turned back. 
They did tbo sam e 
thing next day, and in the afternoon th e 
father called upon the teacher and told h e r 
th a t his son had been chased from school 
and had burst into th e hom e o at of breath 
and w ith a red face, and if it occurred 
again he should remove him from th e 
school. 
He said it was rath er hard upon 
his child, as he was not allowed to re ta li-' 
ate in any way. 
The boy had w ith g reat 
forethought concealed from his father (h at 
he had given the children any occasion to 
run a ftcrhim , and also said th a t he had 
reported t! ei i to the teacher, a statem ent 
which she characterized as untrue. 
The 
question 
naturally arose in her m ind 
w hether th at boy would not stand a b e tter 
chance to grow into a m anly m an if he had 
been allowed to act upon impulses a little 
more and to tu rn on those boys and say, 
“ I ’m not afraid of you, and if you h it m e 
I shall very likely h it you real b a rd ,” 
rath er than to be counseled to run like a 
coward, and then retaliate in th e m oat 
forcible way possible by telling his father, 
and have him m ake so serious and im por­ 
ta n t a m atter of it. 
(I purposely leave out 
of the question the fact th a t the punish­ 
m ent would really fall upon the teacher.) 
As our m ost enlightened physicians now 
give great opportunity for nature to effect 
cures, so id endeavoring to help our chil­ 
dren to health of mind, and w hat we will 
call health of heart, it would be well m any 
tim es for us to lessen our doses of maxima 
and precepts, and let nature have a chance 
to do her work. 
A healthy, active boy, 
will do a great m any things he ought n ot 
to before he arrives a t m an’s estate, and 
w hat ought to concern us most, I think, ia 
co t so much the act in itself, b ut th e dis­ 
position of which it is the outcome.

Th9 Romans as Agriculturists — Mound- 
Huilding on the Sacramento 
Elver—The Roacs, 


The Romans were well versed in agricult­ 
ure, and the most learned and distinguished 
oí Roman citizens were among the most en­ 
thusiastic and successful farmers. Cato was 
the first writer on agricultural subjects whose 
works appear in the Roman or Latin lan­ 
guage. We know Cato more as a statesman 
and moralist, but in his time he was as much 
distinguished as a farmer and writer on prac­ 
tical agriculture as he was for his statesman­ 
ship. He was the owner and cultivator of a 
five-acre farm, and 150 years before Christ 
was the author of an extensive work on rural 
economy. This work was divided into 162 
chapters, and embraces and discusses almost 
every subject relating to agriculture. 
arro, 
the historian and scholar, was also a Roman 
farmer, and followed Cato in his writings on 
his favorite occupation. He was the author 
of three books on husbandry. The first was 
devoted to a description of the different 
k in ’s or qualities of soil and their adaptation 
to different crops. The second discusses the 
domestic animals, their uses!; and the means 
of their improvement acd his conclusions and 
maxims on the subjects of interbreeding, and 
selections are abreast with the best writers on 
these subjects of the present day. The third 
book treats of the various adjoccts and ap­ 
purtenances calculated to render a country 
home pleasant and attractive to young and 
old. Virgil, the greatest Latin author and 
poet, was also a practical and devoted farmer. 
H i i Georgies contain ail that waa^o be known 
»t that time of rural occupations and sports, 
and it would almost seem that we have 
learned but little of rural life and practices in 
eighteen hundred years that Virgil did not 
t.aeh us. 5 Columella and Palladius were 
also both agriculturists practically, and px- 
teasive writers on agricultural sufcjcts. 
Co­ 
lumella wrote twelve books upon husbandry 
and one upon trees, while Palladius is the 
author of thirteen books on rural economy 
and one upon grafting. 
The Roman authors 
embrace all the agricultural knowledge of the 
Greeks, and much that had been learned by 
practical experience by the authors and their 
contemporary cultivators. 
The Romans, 
though enthusiastic on agricultural life, were 
no less acquainted with its laborious necessi­ 
ties than we of the present day. \ irgil gives 
emphatic utterance to the complaint of the 
farmer of the present times in the following : 
“ Pater ipse 
eolendi 
hand facilem esse 
viam roluit” (“ Huity himself hath deter­ 
mined that the path of the farmer shall not 
be easy”), but he is also the author of the 
familiar maxim, “ Labor omnia vinsiC (“ La­ 
bor conquers all things.”) Columella gives 
expression to one of the most common and 
familiar complaints of the present day in the 
quotation, 
" When our worthy ancestors 
esteemed it their glory to take care cf their 
farming interests acd to devote tl eneelvea to 
agriculture.” Palladius was full of trite and val­ 
uable agricultural maxims, which are as good 
at the present day as when that Roman scholar 
and farmer penned them. “ Preesintiadornini 
prorectus csl apri" (“ The presence oi the 
master profits the field”) is only another way 
oi putting Franklin’s maxim, “ He that by 
the plow would thrive must either hold or 
drive.” The Romans were even more careful 
ia the selection of their seed for wheat or 
o ’her crops than we are 
at the present 
da-, if we 
may 
judge 
by the grest 
emphasis with which these distinguished men 
gave directions on these subjects. Columella 
says of saving wheat for seed : “ The best 
ears or heads should be selected at harvest 
and separately thrashed. It must he after­ 
wards cleaned with the sieve, and that part 
of it which because of size and weight sub 
sides and falls to the bottom of the sieve 
must always be reserved for seed, for this is 
of very great importance, for without such 
care the cereals degenerate.” Virgil enforces 
the same idea in the following quotation : 
“ I have, nevertheless, seen seed long selected 
and tested with great care degenerate, unless 
the largest grains were culled annually by 
band, for thus it is fated that all things 
should deteriorate and revert to their original 
state.” The Romans were also versed in 
epecial fertilizers or means of quickening and 
sustaining rapid growth of plants, for Virgil 
advises the steeping in warm water and soda 
and lees of oil, in order to give vigor to the 
young wheat plant. The Romans were well 
versed, also, in the matter of summer- 
fallowing, 
or pulverizing and prepariog 
the soil by frequent plowing and culti­ 
vating. Columella recommends three plowings 
for wheat, and says winter wheat should be 
town in September or October ; that early 
sowing requires less seed, as the wheat will 
tiller or stool more if bown early. Then he 
says that water-furrows should be made, so 
as to carry away the surface water into the 
drains. The same author, in speaking of the 
bare places found in the best of fields, recom­ 
mends draining and manuring them ; and in 
this he seems aiming his directions particu­ 
larly to California wheat-raisers, as we have 
so many of these bare placee, and thus far 
have done so littie to reclaim or fertilize 
them. Alfalfa, or lucern, was cultivated ex­ 
tensively by the Romans, and Columella and 
Palladius both gave careful directions how to 
sow, cover and cultivate it. They were also 
well versed in plowing in grsen leguminous 
plants to fertilize the soil. 
Columella says : 
“ If the lupins, vetches, lentils, etc., are cut 
down greeu and immediately plowed under 
before they are wilted, they fully supply the 
place of barnyard manure.” But he also say- 
that if these plants are allowed to mature and 
make their seed, they exhaust the soil, and 
barnyard manure must be resorted to to re­ 
store fertility. In looking over the list of 
plants cultivated by the Romans, it would 
seem that we have added but few important 
items of general cultivation. They had of 
fruits and nuts, the apple, pear, quince, med­ 
lar peach, plum, cherry, apricot, grape, fig, 
omegranate, olive, citron, melon, black- 
erry. mulberry, service berry or sorb, wal­ 
nut, filbert, Piscatio nut, chestnut, palm nut, 
jujube, carob, etc. 
Of vegetables they had 
the cabbage, kale, rape, turnip, radish, mus­ 
tard, cres3, spinach, nasturtium, onion, gar­ 
lic, leak, parsnip, carrot, beet, olives, aspar­ 
agus, mallow, calacasia, moril, endive, cu­ 
cumber, rhubarb, artichoke, skirret, gourd, 
lettuce, cellery, caper, chicory, egg-plant, 
and thistie. 
In the Roman gardens were 
also cultivated elecampane, savory, mint, 
margoram, chervil, thyme, parsley, basil, 
fennel, balm, anise, cumin, rue, dill, and 
horehound. Of flowers they had the roso, 
lily, crocus, violet, gilliflower, 
marigold, 
hyacinth, amaranth, pink, saffron, acacia, 
wake-robin, rocket, bulbs, etc. Oi the cereals 
they c iltivated wheat, rye, barley, oats, 
and Bpelt. Of the leguminous plants tke 
pea, chick pea, beans in great variety, vetch, 
lupin, lentils, pulse, lucern and clover. 
Of 
grasses, panic and several kinds of millet. 
Of fibrous plants, hemp and flax. The Ro­ 
mans had quite a list of agricultural imple­ 
ments,* but it is in this department we have 
made the greatest advancement since the time 
of the Roman Empire. They had what they 
used as a plow, described by Virgil as having 
a Bharp share and two ears, or moidboards. 
They had also a plow with share and single 
ear, or moldboard, and a plow for light soils, 
without moldboards. 
They had harrows, 
rakes, hoes, grubbing-hoes, mattocks, picks, 
spades, sickles, scythes, fork3, axes, saws, 
knives, pruning-hooks, wagons, carts, etc. 
The iron plow, the mower, the reaper, the 
header and thrashing machine had not then 
been invented, and to these we are greatly 
indebted f »r the facility of our agricultural 
advancement over the Romans. They had no 
potatoes or Indian corn or rice. Of domestic 
animals they had the horse, the ox, the goat 
and sheep, and had advanced considerably in 
their improvement over the same animals 
found in a wild state. They also understood 
pretty well the diseases of different domestic 
animals, and were well advanced in veterin­ 
ary science. 


Uound Building. 
Quite a number of the farmers on the Sac­ 
ramento river, both above and below Sacra­ 
mento city, have commenced to build mounds 
for their building*, houses, barns, etc., and 
for their stock. They will do what they can 
this fall and winter before the rise of water 
in the river, and continue the work each year 
in the future to keep above the water. The 
-wonder is that this practice had not been 
commenced sooner. Mounds will be of great 
value for these purposes, but the time seems 
to be coming when the whole soil will have 
io be raised »r cultivation and even grazing 


cease. Mounds should be connected with the 
■ eveea 
and slope from them so as to 
carry the surface water cff and get rid of the 
sipsge as much ae possible. 
Farmers on the 
river cannot make better use of their time 
tois tine dry weather than employ it in put­ 
ting u d mounds to hold their stock on in ca,e 
of high water. 
As a rule, mounds do not 
cost so much as farmers generally imagine, 
and a pretty good and safe mound eau be 
made for less money than it would cost to 
boat stock from the farm and back once. Let 
the moned building go on by all means, and 
as rapidly as possible. 


The Roads. 
The roads in the country are bow in excel­ 
lent condition, and farmers are using them 
to good advantage to get the fall teaming all 
done up before the rains of the winter eet in. 
The rains are holdiog cff well, but they will 
surely come, and the best plan is to pre­ 
pare to receive them, so that nc damage will 
be sustained, and ail the good they bring 
may be taken advantage of. Let the last 
load of wood be hauled, acd put in the wnod- 
house, the last load of hop poles secured from 
the willow thicket, and the last load of lum­ 
ber for use in the winter be taken home. Use 
the roads while they are good. 


WOMEN IN GERMANY. 


Everywhere in Continental Europe there 
is a contempt for and an oppression of 
woman. 
Everywhere there is laid on her 
the menial drudgery that must be done, but 
which men will not assist in doing, nor for 
the performance of which will they pro­ 
vide mechanical appliances as American 
men do. 
Everywhere she is robbed of a 
proper compensation for her labor, 
But 
Germany, the land of literature, science, 
scholarship, music, art, culture—to whose 
universities we send our sons for thorough 
mental equipment—the land that boasts of 
its advanced civilization—this Germany 
leads in mean treatm ent of women, and 
has a pre-eminence in that kind of civiliza­ 
tion which leaves nothing undone to exalt 
man, but ia content to regard and treat 
woman as a serf. 
. 
The country was in the perfection of its 
midsummer 
beauty as we 
journeyed 
through it. 
But I could not enjoy its 
beauty, for here, as in A irginia years and 
years ago, women were forced into em­ 
ployments unsuited to them, degraded to 
extreme menial service, and robbed of all 
that makes life worth living to a woman. 
Eight-tenths of all the agricultural la 
borers were women. 
They were hoeing 
the immense sugar-beet fields, or, on their 
hands and knees, were weeding, where a 
hoe could not be safely used. 
Staggering 
under heavy loads of manure, which they 
brought from a distant place of deposit, 
they'distributed it as it was needed. 
They 
were mowing, raking, pitching the hay cn 
carts, or loading it as it was pitched. 
They were reaping, and stacking the grain 
in the fields, or bearing it home on their 
heads and shoulders, which had been so 
loaded th at we scrutinized long and closely, 
before we discovered the motive power of 
the peripatetic grain stacks marching away. 
In fields where the first crop had been re­ 
moved, women were driving the ox or cow 
to plow—for we saw no plowing with a 
yoke of oxen—or the ox or cow was dis­ 
pensed with, and one woman drew the 
plow while another held it. 
If there was extra hard work to be done, 
loaded carts to be hauled away, or heavy 
wheelbarrow loads removed, the work was 
assigned to women, who beut themselves 
to the task with patient and persistent en­ 
ergy, while men looked on, smoking their 
eternal pipes, without so much as lifting a 
finger in help. 
Scantily dressed, generally 
bare-headed in the blazing sun, quite as 
often bare-footed and bare-legged, they 
were bronzed in complexion, thin of flesh, 
bent and inelastic in figure, without joy in 
their work, or hope in their faces. 
For the work of a day, twelve hours 
long, when these woolen board themselves, 
they are paid an average of 25 cents. 
When they are boarded by their employ­ 
ers, their wages average 10 and 12 cents a 
day. 
Men doing the same work, working 
side by side with these women, receive 
nearly twice as much. 
Hard as is this 
farm work, women prefer it to house-ser- 
vice, when they have the strength for it— 
as the great majority of house-servants 
work for board and clothing, and very 
meagre board and clothing at that. 
W hen we went to the German cities we 
saw what was more repellant, 
Women, 
bare-footed, or wearing wooden clogs, were 
at work everywhere in the Btreets, with 
brooms of rods, and stiff brushes, with 
hoes and shovels and hand-carts, directing 
the floods of the gutters, clearing them of 
debris, shoveling it into carts, and repair­ 
ing whatever damage the heavy rain had 
wrought. 
_ 
W e took an early drive through Munich, 
before the city had awakened. 
Early as 
was the hour, the sun only just touching 
the lips of the majestic Bavaria, women 
were astir everywhere. 
They were collect­ 
ing the offal and refuse from houses and 
stores ; sweeping yesterday's dirt from the 
streets into piles, which other woman 
shoveled into hand-carts ; clearing the 
tracks of the tram-cars from obstructions; 
harnessed into bakers’ and milk carts, and 
distributing their supplies to their custom­ 
ers ; scrubbing the floors of shops ; moving 
in all directions to prepare for the business 
of the day, that men might not only find 
their breakfast ready, on rising, but the 
streets and shops in tidiness and order. 
W andering among 
the architectural 
wonders of Vienna, where everything old 
and ugly is being displaced by modern and 
beautiful structures, we baited beside a 
magnificent building in process of erection, 
to study its design. 
Immediately we came 
upon women mixing mortar, and far above 
us, at a dizzy height, saw other women 
climbing ladders bearing on their heads 
and shoulders hods of brick, stone and 
mortar, for the use of masons. 
We spent a day in the picture gallery in 
Dresden ; I stepped out on the street, and 
found myself launched in a stream of wo­ 
men, all bending under the loads of the 
baskets strapped to their backs, each of 
which is made to carry sixty pounds. Some 
were young, but many were past middle 
age, aud some were white-haired, tottering 
under their load, their sad eyes looking 
into mine wearily and hopelessly. 
In some of the towns tf W urtemburg 
there are brigades of women water-carriers 
attached to the fire departments. 
They 
buy their own equipment of tire-costume 
and tin water-pail, aud at stated times are 
drawn up iu line before the district in­ 
spector, to go through a drill and sham 
fire, to test their efficiency. 
Iu short, 
there is no sort of menial work that is not 
done by German women, and Austrian 
women as well. 
I have seen them sawing 
and splitting wood on the streets, and then 
carrying it on their backs up several stories 
into houses. 
I have seen them molding 
brick ; unloading freight cars at depots ; 
building the road-beds of railroads ; get­ 
ting stone out of quarries; yoked with 
dogs, cows aud oxen, pulling heavy loads 
along the highways ; making and mending 
the roads; repairing the embankments of 
canals ; dredging rivers and small streams 
for the sake of the fertilizing mud ; doing 
any drudgery that men are glad to be 
rid of. 
The German universities, to which we 
send our sous, each of which numbers its 
students' by thousands and its eminent 
professors by hundreds, are not for Ger­ 
man women. 
Hardly is a “ higher educa­ 
tion for women ” thought of in Germany. 
The German woman is completely subor­ 
dinate to the German man, who treats her 
as his intellectual inferior, and evidently 
so regards her. 
He is willing she should 
share the beer garden with him and the 
theater, but not the university nor the 
field of literature.—[Mrs. Livermore.

A Number of People Talked About by Our 
San Francisco 
Correspondent 
this Week—Gossip. 


San Francisco, Nov. 23, 1881. 
I have been curious enough during the 
presentation of certain plays at different 
times to go to the library I frequent and 
ask for the book which has been drama­ 
tized and put upon the stage. 
But I have 
never failed to find dozens ahead of me. 
A t one time the plot of Miss Fleming’s 1 ‘ A 
Wonderful W oman,” was given us nightly, 
and copies of the book were in demand. 
Some one starred as Mr. Micawber and 
well-thumbed as “ David Copperfield ” had 
been it was once more re-read. 
A t any 
time when “ Round the W orld in 80 Days’’ 
is revived, Jules Verne’s chapters of inci­ 
dent, going by that name, are again drawn 
at the libraries. 
W hen Edwin Booth, suc­ 
ceeded again by Sheridan, and later, Tom 
Keene played Richelieu, Bulwer’s poems 
were missing from the shelves. 
McCul­ 
lough as Coriolanus, Fechter as Hamlet, 
Rignold as Henry V., and above all, Booth 
as Hamlet, lago and Shylock, brought 
Shakespeare to the fore, and when Sheridan 
gave ua 
KING LEAR 
W e went back again to Shakespeare, even 
as we had done when Neilson played J uliet, 
Cymbeline 
and 
Rosalind. 
Sheridan’s 
Louis XI. made “ Quentin D urw ard” so 
popular that not a copy was to be had, and 
when Mrs. Landers and Mrs. Bowers 
played Queen Elizabeth, and Mary, Queen 
of Seots, the two queens were resurrected 
from the back shelf, dusted and given an 
airing. 
Dr. Lord’s lectures gave a healthy 
revival to history, and there was general 
and high carnival among the books when 
various charities met together and decided 
to make the principal characters of great 
authors live to the public by inaugurating 
a carnival of authors which should engage 
in its active workings a vast number of 
people. 
No one on the outside wished to 
be ignorant; those on the inside of neces­ 
sity must not he ; and the consequence was 
that all took pains to be informed. 
Some­ 
how I have always harbored an idea that 
Jewish girls read Auerbach and so forth. 
Any Saturday you will find quantity and 
quality of such going to and fro on the 
streets with library books pressed between 
their arms aud slender waists. 
But on in­ 
quiry the Auerbach and so forth belief is 
dispelled. 
They read “ Cape Cod Folks” 
aud “ An Earnest Trifier,” Mrs. Burnett, 
Henry Jam es and W illiam D. Howells, 
just as the rest of us do. 
W hen George 
Eliot died, her works received a fresh 
impetus. 
Every reader among us went 
through her tooks again. 
I heard a man 
say once that life was too short to read the 
same book twice, yet when George Eliot 
died he re-read “ Romala.” 
It was a blow 
indeed to the world’s reverence for George 
Eliot when she made her second marriage. 
The most of us in our hearts forgave her 
for her first defiance of the world’s opinion 
in consideration of her great need for close 
intellectual companionship, and the im­ 
possibility of it without tbat defiance, and 
were content to recognize her first union as 
a marriage. 
B ut when she stooped to ac­ 
knowledge the name of 


SPINSTER 
After it, for the sake of another marriage, 
and this with but ten months of widow- 
heod, w hat we had worshiped from afar 
as an intellect seemed but a weak woman 
after all. 
W hen it was brought home to 


hs that Dickens had been really abusive to 
his wife, a shadow was thrown across his 
popularity, but wc cannot forget the man 
who created Nell, Jo, Little Dorrit, the 
Kenwig’s family and Boffin’s Bower. 
So 
the woman who wrote “ Mill on the Floss,” 
“ Adam Bede ” and “ Romala” cannot fail 
of our love, and how much she is read is 
testified to after inquiry of librarians. 
Dickens’ “ Bleak H ouse” has experienced 
a slight boom since Jennie Lee (Mrs. Bur­ 
nett) came here to play “ Jo .” 
I first saw 
her nine or ten years ago and I remember 
her in a variety of characters all slightly 
hoidenish, and she was euch a little thing 
that every time she laughed I thought she 
was the cunningest creature I ever had 
Been.

ABOUT MEN’S WIGS. 


“ Americans have made great improve­ 
ments in wigs, as well aB in many other 
things,” said R. Cohen, the wig-maker, to 
a Sun reporter. 
“ Few people will wear 
the old-fashioned heavy English wigs now­ 
adays. 
Instead of the thick, hot and un­ 
comfortable head coverings of former days, 
we have now light, graceful and conven­ 
ient wigs that are a very close imitation of 
the natural hair. 
Formerly the fact that 
a man woro a wig was known at a glance. 
Now the imitation is so close that I have 
known it to baffle examination. 
The other 
day a young man who wears a blonde wig 
came to have it repaired. 
I found that a 
large lock had been cut out of it. 
I asked 
him how it happened, and he told me that 
a lady had asked him for a lock of his hair, 
and th at he had allowed her to make her 
own selection. 
He confessed to a little 
trepidation when she took hold of the lock 
to cut it off, but Bhe was gentle with him 
and cut off the lock close to the head w ith­ 
out discovering that he wore a wig. 
The 
work of restoration was artistic. 
It would 
not do to replace a lock of full length at 
once. 
W e began with short pieces, imi­ 
tating the natural growth of the hair. The 
lady never found out the deception until 
after they were married, when she hap­ 
pened to handle his hair less tenderly. 
“ There is an old gentleman with a gray 
beard for whom I have made wigs since his 
hair was black. 
As his beard began to 
grow gray the contrast between that and 
the hair of his head was too marked. 
We 
began by making him a wig with a few 
grav hairs sprinkled in. 
Gradually the 
number of gray hairs was increased until 
now he buys three white wigs a year. 
Black wigs last longer than white. 
The 
latter turn yellow with wear, and we have 
found no way of cleaning the white hair 
without destroying the workmanship of 
the wig. 
W here a wig covers the entire 
head it is easy to make it fit tight with 
most heads without the use of any adhe­ 
sive substance. 
But, where the wig only 
covers a part of the head, or where tou­ 
pees or patches are used, it is necessary to 
stick on the false hair with mucilage or 
adhesive wax. 
“ Wigs cost all the way up from §10 to 
§ 100, according to the fineness of the hair 
and the excellence of the workmanship. 
The most costly wigs are made on a founda­ 
tion of hair lace. 
Each hair Í9 carefully 
selected and knotted to a mesh of the lace. 
This kind is called the ventilated wig. 
You can part it anywhere, like natural 
hair, and the appearance of the parting 
will be like that of the natural scalp. 
The 
flesh shows through the meshes of the lace 
with great naturalness. 
That is the kind 
of wig the 
blonde 
young man wore. 
Cheaper wigs are made by fastening hair 
to long threads and sewing strips of it on a 
foundation less costly than hair lace. Even 
these cannot be detected by the ordinary 
observer, although when you know that a 
man wears such a wig you will be sure to 
notice it. 
Very often, however, toupees 
are pnt on with so much skill, by mixing 
the ends with the natural hair, th at the 
art is not perceptible. 
I think the ten­ 
dency now is to conceal baldness rather 
than to let it be seen. 
True, in the sum­ 
mer, some of our young men do get their 
heads clipped like State prison convicts, or 
the boys in a poor house, but I think the 
fashion is less favored than formerly. 
“ Some experiments have been made in 
the direction of transplanting hair into the 
skin, but thus far without success. 
You 
know you may stick a pin through the 
outer skin without pain. 
Hairs have been 
drawn through holes thus made, and roots 
of hair have been planted in the skin. But 
the result has been to create a little in­ 
flammation and suppuration at the point 
of contact of the hair with the skin. 
The 
hair lace foundation is the latest improve­ 
ment, and that is fifteen years old. 
The 
cheaper foundation is called ‘ weft ’ or 
woven. 
The costliest hair is that which 
curls naturally. The curl may be imitated, 
but no respectable dealer would sell it for 
natural curl. 
The fraud would soon be 
discovered. 
There is a better opportunity 
in a curled wig to conceal our art. 
The 
locks may be carelessly disposed with more 
success than where the hair is straight. 
Of course I know the names of many prom­ 
inent men in all the professions who wear 
wigs, but it is a point of honor with our 
profession not to reveal them. 
We would 
as soon think of betraying the name of a 
lady who wears puffs, braidB, switch or 
cnrls of artificial manufacture. 
“ Many men wear wigs quite as much 
for their health as for appearance’s sake. 
It has been found that bald-headed men 
are subject to colds, nenralgia aud catarrh. 
A bald-headed man in an audience near a 
window is a nuisance. 
W hen others want 
the window open to secure ventilation he, 
in consideration for his bare pate, wants 
the window Bhut. 
If he puts on his hat 
nobody sees that he does it because he is 
bald and he is thonght unmannerly. Some 
professors and doctors wear skull caps, but 
they look odd, and wigs are mnch better. 
The m arket ia always well supplied with 
all colors and shades of hair, the best of 
which is imported. 
Men don’t ‘wreath 
their wrinkled brows with well saved 
combings ’ as women commonly do. 
It 
would not pay men to save the combiDgs. 
In men’s wigs the cost of the hair is not so 
mnch as the labor. 
In women’s wigs the 
hair is the costliest part.”—[New York 
Sun.

A GREAT PICTURE. 


CHRIST BEFORE PILATE—THE MUNKACSY 
FAINTING AT PARIS. 


Soma Details About the Ficture—The FirBt 
Rivet In Bartholdi’s Statue—A 
Friend to America. 


P aris, October 31, 1SS1. 
No. 6 of the Rue Rochefoucauld, al­ 
though occupied by a marchand de tableaux, 
is a handsome private hotel , which is en­ 
tered through an imposing iron gate, and 
reached at the end of a beautiful green 
lawn trimmed with graceful trees. 
The 
lofty stoop, with its great pillars, add to 
its imposing appearance, and as you are met 
by gentlemen in white cravats, and with a 
seriousness of expression consistent with 
the gravest of ceremonies, you are inspired 
with a certain awe before reaching the 
much talked of picture of Mr. Munkacsy, 
“ Christ before Pilate.” 
You pass through 
a carpeted ball with frescoed ceiling, and 
enter a doorway draped in red velvet cur­ 
tains, 
when 
immediately 
before 
you, 
lighted from a ceiliDg wholly of glass, and 
filling one entire side of a large room, is 
this maivelous painting, which is justly 
considered the most remarkable work of 
art of the present day. 
C-brist, in his 
white robe, is of course the center figure, 
but the glance is first absorbed by Pilate, 
who sits on a sort of throne, and with one 
hand clutching the fingers of the other as 
though enumerating certain facts, 
the 
brows are knit in an intensity of reflection 
and perplexity one would scarcely have 
suspected the human face capable of ex­ 
pressing. 
Pilate’s robes are white, with a 
border of red, and his head is that of 


A ROMAN 
W hich could almost be taken for Nero 
himself. 
There have been two Christs in 
this picture, as the world has learned ; the 
first, th at of a most beautiful and perfect 
man, with clear, fearless eyes, bearing in 
their expression a conviction of the truth 
of his prophecies, whose intensity is modi­ 
fied by the gold-tinted hair aud flowing 
beard. 
His hands are attached behind his 
back, and this pose gives to his bearing 
something bold and provoking, which we 
feel did not belong to Christ. 
This Christ 
has disappeared, to make way for another, 
whose arms, folded in front, give the ap­ 
pearance of dignity and resignation which 
did not belong to the other. 
The face is 
pale and emaciated, as one who has suf­ 
fered, and there íb something vague and 
distant in the expression of the eye, consist­ 
ent with our Chris ian ideas of a God or 
inspired prophet. Crowding around Christ 
is 
the 
rabble, 
an 
ignorant, 
almost 
savage 
people, 
approaching 
him 
with 
indignant, 
threatening 
looks, 
while 
some 
with 
arms upstretched call upon 
Pilate to condemn the impostor. 
Some 
few, who had followed more from curiosity 
than indignation, looked on the scene with 
almost quiet indifference, among whom is 
a young woman with a child in her arms, 
and on whose handsome Jewish face is de­ 
picted the expression of almost sorrowful 
regret. 
Around Pilate, at the foot of the 
throne, sit stout men with heavy beards, 
and who have a close resemblance with the 
money-lenders of all ages. 
Near them are 
other heads in the cloae contact of discus­ 
sion, each one possessing an individuality 
and marked with a character of its own. 
One of the most striking and important 
figures is th at of 


THE ROMAN SOLDIER 
Who, with his back turned to the audi­ 
ence, extends his spear to keep the rabble 
from approaching too near the Judges 
throne. 
As he stands more in the fore­ 
ground than any other, the figure is larger, 
and there is authority and firmness ex­ 
pressed in the very pleats of his green 
mantle, besides there ia a substance of the 
body rarely as well developed in the most 
famous pictures of the world. 
I t was fol­ 
lowing the general and severe criticisms of 
his first Christ tbat the artist, Mr. Mun­ 
kacsy, decided on painting another ; and 
although it has been stated that it was his 
intention from the first to change the face, 
it is easy to believe that he was strongly 
influenced by public opinion, which caused 
him to sacrifice his first and probably best 
inspiration. 
The poEe of the first Christ 
was unpleasing, for there was the straight 
line of his white dress, which was harsh 
and ungraceful, and the bringing of the 
arms to the front, where they are folded 
with quiet dignity, modifies very materially 
the pose. 
W ith whatever head the Christ 
might be painted, he would have had, with 
his hands behind him, always a bold, pro- 
vokiDg manner ; and I think, had the first 
head been retained with this change of the 
hands, the picture would have been more 
satisfactory than at present. An American 
lady, very enthusiastic on the subject, in­ 
sisted that 


THE FIRST CHRIST 
Was the real Christ, for in the first pose 
his attitude was that of a warrior who 
battled with divine power to keep together 
the ignorant spirits around until they were 
touched by divme grace ; that the second 
was a weak, delicate man and might an­ 
swer for any exalted spirit of this earth. 
A gentleman present remarked that the 
appearance of the first Christ was that of a 
revolutioner, when he was answered that 
Christ was in reality the greatest revolu­ 
tionist of the world. 
The first Christ, I 
observed, must be the ideal of Renan, for 
he is in that represented as a most beauti­ 
ful man physically, and as one possessed 
of superior intelligence, with the delicate, 
refined nature of a womas. 
“ No,” 1 was 
answered, “ Mr. Renan was not very much 
pleased with the first Christ, but on seeing 
the second he joyfully said : ‘ foila mon 
Christ! ’ ” 
This information very much 
surprised me, for the face expression of 
the 
second might 
as 
weil belong to 
an 
insane 
person 
as 
to 
that 
of 
a 
divine prophet. 
People came and went 
acd all spoke in whispers as though they 
were in a chapel used for divine worship. 
Their reflections were varied and more or 
less profound. 
I was startled on hearing a 
youDg lady on entering exclaim : “ W hat a 
beautiful frame !” The frame seemed to he 
a part of the wall and left no space around 
i t ; the soft dark carpet and velvet hangirg 
of the room aided in making ressortir the 
best qualities of the picture. 
On the floor, 
leaning against the wall, were the esnuisses 
of the first picture, the bust of the first 
Christ and head of the second, all of differ­ 
ent sizes and portraying the evolution of 
the artist’s brain. 
These of course arc of 
great value, commercially and artistically. 
In the center of the room stood an en­ 
graver bending over a high easel, who with 
a sharp instrum ent slowly drew lines on 
the copper plate before him. 
Th¡3 plate 
was quite large and the engravings will be 
very important. 
As is well known, the 
first engravings Btruck off are or great 
value and diminish according to the num­ 
ber of times the plate is used. 
I was told 
by a gentleman in attendance that a num­ 
ber of subscriptions had already been made 
for 
THE FIRST ENGRAVINGS, 
W hich would be sold at ‘2,000 francs each, 
whereas others could be had for as little 
as 810 apiece. 
This picture has been eold 
by the artist to a company, who propose to 
exhibit it in the different European cities 
during the winter, and when I asked if it 
were their intention to take it to America, 
they thought not, as it was a great risk to 
cross the water with an object so precious. 
On leaving the room where the picture is 
exposed, one turns into the hall, where 
stands a circular mirror, reflecting the 
picture in a marvelous manner. 
It ap­ 
pears to be a tableau vivant, and one ex­ 
pects the figures to soon quietly walk 
away. 
Although the figures are life size 
and they are numerous, the distance which 


separates eaoh is really remarkable, and 
the visible space is one cf the striking 
features of the picture. 


THE FIRST RIVET. 
On Monday last, at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, in the presence of the committee 
of 
the Union 
F raneo-Arnericaine, Mr. 
Morton, Minister of the U nited States to 
France, struck the first rivet in the statue 
of Liberty to be erect-d in the bay of New 
York in 1SS3. 
The meeting took place in 
the ateliers of Gaget, Ganthier & Co., Rue 
de Chazel'.es No. 5, under the direction of 
the President, Mr. Laboulaye, Senator. 
Several parts only of 
Mr. Bartholdi’s 
colossal 
statue 
“ Liberte 
Eclairant 
la 
Monde ” have been completed, and these 
are soon to be shipped and to be placed on 
the site destined to receive them. 
Mr. 
Laboulaye, who is a very easy and agree­ 
able orator, if not an elegant one, made a 
touching speech, and even though his state­ 
ments were not strictly exact,he was warmly 
applauded. 
He said, addressing Mr. Mor­ 
ton : 
“ Excellency, a hundred years ago 
our fathers combated together to assure the 
independence of America. 
It was then 
was contracted that friendship which since 
a century has not been altered. 
Iu the 
trials which 
you 
have undergone the 
wishes of France have always been for the 
maintenance of the Union and the pros­ 
perity of the great Republic. It is in order 
to give a visible face to that venerable 
friendship that Mr. Bartholdi and his 
friends have proposed to the Americans to 
erect in the bay of New York at common 
expense 
that 
magnificent 
statue 
of 
Liberty illuminating the world. 
May the 
next centennial awaken] the same echoes 
in the hearts of our last descendants ; 
may the compatriots of W ashington and 
the compatriots of Lafayette celebrate as 
we do to-day that fraternal union which 
time cannot but strengthen. 
To the per­ 
petual friendship of France and America.” 
Mr. Morton answered in a very neat and 
appropriate speech, in which he paid just 
compliments to Mr. Laboulaye and to the 
sculptor, Mr. Bartholdi. 
Mr. Laboulaye, 
as Mr. Morton expressed it, is the learned 
interpreter in France of our political insti­ 
tutions and of our national Constitution. 
He is thoroughly identified in the minds of 
the French with America, for many years 
ago, during the Empire, he wrote a very 
w itty and interesting book entitled “ 1’aris 
in America,” which was an indirect attack 
at the Government and its institutions. 
The work is 
exceedingly ttatteriDg to 
Americans and their customs, which, ac­ 
cording to his opinion expressed, could not 
be improved on. 
From that date he was 
considered as belonging to the Liberal and 
Opposition party, but of late years he has 
drifted back into the old grooves occupied 
by the reactionists, and has lost all influ­ 
ence over Republicans. 
He has made 


THE CONSTITUTION 
Of the United States Governmint a pro­ 
found study, and on all occasions,whenever 
he brought up America in his arguments, 
he was listened to with much attention and 
respect; but when he opposed the liberal 
measure of moving the seat of government 
from Versailles to Paris by stating that the 
seat of government of the United States 
was not at New York city, but lit W ash­ 
ington, as an evidence of the necessity of 
the decentralization of power in a republic, 
the Republicans then exclaimed that they 
had had enough of Mr. Laboulaye aud his 
America, and wished he would let them 
alone with his United States Government. 
In fact, the venerable Senator has not since 
ventured any advice, and has taken no 
active part in politics. 
He has been the 
friend of all the distinguished Americans 
who have ever resided in France, and gra­ 
ciously receives all those whose position iu 
their own country entitles them to h¡3 
attention. 
He very kindly received Miss 
Kate Kennedy, of the N orth Cosmopolitan 
School, San Francisco, two years ago, 
during her visit to Europe and enjoyed her 
accounts of California and its educations 
condition. 
He is President of the Union 
Franco-Americaine, and has done much to ­ 
wards exciting the interest of the French 
people in the mammoth statue to socn 
find its way to America. 
The money for 
this statue has been years collecting, for I 
remember, when some five years ago, dur-. 
ing a visit to fru nds in one of the prov­ 
inces of the eastern part of France, a num­ 
ber of persons informed me, w ith much 
pride, that 
they 
had 
contributed 
a 
certain 
amount to 
it and 
had done 
so 
from 
a patriotic 
feeling 
and out 
of sympathy for the American 
people. 
The subscriptions went on quietly in spite 
of the coldness the movement metwithfrom 
the Government which had Marshal Mac- 
Mahon for it3 President. 
Every true and 
firm Republican throughout France made 
it a patriotic duty to contribute something 
towards the erection of this monument, 
which is to prove another stroDg link in 
the chain binding the two countries. Since 
that tune 
the 
Republicans 
have 
in­ 
creased in number, but those who have 
from the first been interested in the move­ 
ment are the deecendents and pupils of the 
great men of the French revolution, who 
bequeathed to them a profound love for 
liberty. 
They have all learned to treasure 


THE GREAT MEN 
Of our own country, rendered still more 
illustrious through the genius of their 
orators and writers. 
The memory of 
Franklin will in France remain imperish­ 
able so long as the French language lives, 
for one of the most eloquent 
speeches 
by the most eloquent of orators was made 
in hie name. 
There has just been published a letter 
addressed to General Farre, the Minister 
of W ar, by General Boulanger, who is one 
of the delegates sent by the French Gov­ 
ernment to participate in the celebration 
which has taken place at Yorktown. 
He 
writes ail the incidents of their journey- 
after the landing, aud expressed himself 
highly pleased with their cordial recep­ 
tion. 
Their visit to W est Point proved 
very interesting, and he warmly praised 
everything connected with the institution, 
and particularly the precision with which 
the cadets executed the maneuvers. 
They 
were also much pleased with their visit to 
Niagara, and the charming breakfast offered 
them on the cars by Mr. Vanderbilt. 
The 
description of the journey ended at Balti­ 
more where they had just arrived. V a l .

cisms are to the point and kind'y, but none 
the less trenchant. 
lie smiles at our archi­ 
tecture ; is enthusiastic over the climate of 
the interior : quietly laughs at our boasting, 
but ditcovers in us brave, energetic, enduring 
qualities, such as m ark a successful people 
always. 
On the Chinese question' he sides 
with the popular voice on this coast, and 
gives some cogent reasons for his belief, forti­ 
fying them by liberal quotations from Gen­ 
eral Miller’s paper on th at subject. 
Our 
social habits engrossed much of his attention, 
and he finds in them much to c mmend and 
much which meet3 with his disapproval. 
He 
believes our women to be physically the most 
favored as regards beauty, and our men to be 
remarkably strong and vigorous when com­ 
pared with those of other enlightened coun­ 
tries.

In the main, the latter form an attack upon 
“ The Annals of Sau Francisco,” and the 
effort is to show th at the “Annals ” is not a 
reliable and historical work.

I t 
was put forth as a mere sketch. 
I t has never 
been accepted as authentic history. 
I t is a 
uiau of straw, against which Mr. Grey has 
aimed his heaviest blows, 
lie show3 very 
clearly th at he is no more qualified to record 
"h isto ry ” than were the authors of the "A n­ 
nals.” If they had a selfish purpose, then so 
did Mr. Grey, and the purpose of both is 
clear. 
W hat conceivable excuse can there 
be 
for 
M r. 
Grey 
to 
tear 
open 
old wounds, and hold up decayed skeletons 
to present view ? W hat good end is eecured 
in wounding the innocent and shaming the liv­ 
ing by recounting the personal frailties of pro­ 
genitors who were quite as much to be pitied 
as condemned. 
I t is not necessarily a part of 
history that this or th at private citizen 
proved untrue and failed in all he owed to 
himself and those dependent upon him, and 
theie is no excuse for causing the children of 
such to blush by the recital of the weak­ 
nesses of the parent. 
Y et of this kind of 
material the “ Pictures ” aie quite largely 
made up. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Grey has told 
many 
truths. 
W e 
do 
not

pared to question what he pronounces t i

“ facts,” but we 
do 
m aintain that 
as he has not aimed to write a history of 
California, his sketches of several pioneer 
men had better have been omitted from his 
work. 
The history of California has yet to 
be written, ar.d to lliat task must be called a 
very different kiud of writer from Mr. Grey. 
W e do not think this book will do anything 
more than add to the scandal of the pioneer 
days. 
I t is to be regretted th at the book is 
especially dedicated to the bovs and girls of 
pioneer parents, for their time can be far 
better utilized than by devoting any portion 
of it to reading some of Air. Grey’s sketches. 
If the good in them, and there is not a little, 
could possibly be sifted from the scandalous, 
we might feel more kindly toward Mr. Grey’s 
w ork; but with the mixture as it is we can­ 
not commend it.

GUirEAU’o 
BEHAVIOR. 


The behavior of Guiteau becomes more 
scandalous every day. 
It is evident that 
he is so puffed up with vanity because of 
the prominence of his position that he has 
come to regard the whole proceedings as 
being in hiB honor and for the special ex­ 
ploitation of his ideas. 
It is not less evi­ 
dent that he neither has nor ever did have 
th e least remorse or compunction for his 
crime. 
He killed Garfield mainly because 
of his own inordinate self-conceit, and the 
same absorbing attribute prevents him from 
thinking about anything but his own posi­ 
tion. His buffoonery and impudence, how­ 
ever, are manifestly converting the trial 
into a hideous burlesque, and it therefore 
becomes necessary to inquire whether there 
is any remedy for this scandal. 
It is by no 
means clear that the Court has the right to 
carry on the trial in the absence of the 
prisoner, though the Judge threatened to 
do this if Guiteau did not behave himself. 
And it is specially desirable that no mis­ 
takes should he made in this case. 
W e 
do not speak of the possibility of Guiteau’s 
final escape from justice, but of a possible 
procrastination of his punishment. 
Such a 
crime as his ought to be tried promptly 
and punished promptly. 
W hen convicted 
he should be given no long day of grace, 
but should be hanged within a week at 
farthest. 
But if he cannot lawfully be 
removed from the Court, it is difficult to 
see how he is to be kept under restraint. 
Remonstrance and argument are powerless 
w ith such a creature, and it would look 
strange if he were gagged, while such a 
course would be as open to objection as 
that of his removal. 
He must be allowed 
to consult with his counsel, but he cer­ 
tainly ought, if it be possible, to be pre­ 
vented from interrupting the witnesses and 
attorneys, and turning the Court into a 
sort of travesty of a tribunal of justice. 
A t present his trial is a national scandal, 
and if there exists no way of preventing 
this it is evident that there is need of re­ 
form in criminal practice somewhere. 


THE 
INDIAN 
QUESTION. 


NOT MUCH HARMONY. 


An examination of the details of the New 
York election shows that after all there 
is very little reconciliation or harmony be­ 
tween the “ S talw arts’’ and the “ Half- 
“ Breeds.” The loss of the State Legisla­ 
ture by the Republicans, at the same time 
th at they elected their State ticket, is ac­ 
counted for by the fact that the two fac­ 
tions scratched one another’s legislative 
candidates everywhere with bitter de­ 
termination. 
The “ Stalwarts,” indeed, 
evidently devoted all their energies to de­ 
feating the legislative candidates of their 
opponents, and as there never was much of 
a margin to spare, they succeeded in this. 
The realization of this animosity of course 
w ill not tend to heal the breach. 
On 
the contrary, it will only make both fac­ 
tions angrier than 
ever. 
Events have 
shown that the “ Stalwarts ” are only a 
small minority of the party in New York, 
but they may muster enough votes to give 
the issue of any contest to the Demo­ 
crats, and this appears to be the most 
probable outcome of the situation. 
Unless 
the quarrel can be made np before next 
year, indeed, it may proceed much further, 
an d produce more serious injnry to the 
party ; and as neither side has any idea of 
compromising, the outlook is decidedly 
squally. 


Secretary Kirkwood, in hie forthcoming 
report, states th at he proposes to extend 
the experiment already begun, of giving 
land in severalty to the Indians, taking it 
from the reservations. 
Seeing that this 
plan has been not only urged upon the 
Government for years by those who were 
most familiar with the Indian question, 
but that it has had the best resuits when 
tried with several tribes, the only wonder 
is that it has not been adopted more gen­ 
erally before. 
The attem pt to transform 
the Indians into peaceable agriculturists by 
showing them how to till the ground, 
while at the same time they were being 
partially supported by the Government, 
and were not taught the value of property 
in land, has failed for the most obvious of 
reasons. 
W here the Indians have been 
given lands in severalty, and have been 
shown how to employ it, they have in 
every 
instance 
become 
farmers 
and 
stock-raiser?, and the problem of their 
civilization 
has 
been put in 
a 
fair 
way to 
solution. 
But it is unhap­ 
pily 
too 
certain 
that 
all 
the 
en­ 
deavors th at have hitherto been ¡nade to 
settle the Indian question upon enlight­ 
ened and rational principles have been 
frustrated by the machinations of gangs of 
white scoundrels, who have found the un­ 
settled relations between the Government 
and its wards far too profitable to be aban­ 
doned. 
No abuse in the history of the 
republic has proved so obstinate a3 this, in 
fact. Protest, denunciation, exposure, nave 
been resorted to in vain. 
At intervals the 
scandal of the Indian Ring would become 
too grtat, and then there would be an os­ 
tensible purification. 
The worst of the 
gang for the time being would ba got rid 
of, at least nominally, and then things 
would gradually fall back into the old posi­ 
tion and continue to get worse and worse 
until the time was ripe for another super­ 
ficial refornj. 
In the course of the last century this 
state of things has produced an almost 
uninterrupted succession of crimes anil 
frauds. 
No darker page in the history of 
any nation can be found than that which 
contains the record of our dealings with 
the Indians. 
And the end of every fresh 
outrage upon them has been devastation. 
We have first driven them to desperation 
by our lying aud swindling, and then we 
have shot them down. 
That has been the 
monotonous and infamous method of our 
procedure. 
Every Indian outbreak, too. 
has been cited as a fresh proof of the un­ 
tamable character of the Indian, to the 
end th at reformers might become disheart­ 
ened, and drop their efforts. 
It is impos­ 
sible for any candid and honorable man to 
follow out the inside history of a single 
one of the Indian wars without coming 
upon so many illustrations of perfidy, 
greed, falsehood, chicanery and cruelty, 
as to disgust him with the whole black 
business. 
Ho 
will learn 
how Indian 
wars have been brought on to enrich con­ 
tractors and stock-raisers, without the least 
regard to the suffe: ings inflicted upon the 
white settlers and their families. 
He will 
learn how broken-down politicians, ob­ 
taining positions as Indian Agents, have 
stolen the supplies sent to their charges 
until the latter, starved into fury, went 
upon the war path. 
He will learn how 
brutal frontiersmen have committed w ant­ 
on and atrocious massacres of Indians, and 
then thrown the blame of the war th at fol­ 
lowed upon the victims. 
He will learn 
how the Government has broken its most 
solemn engagements to the Indians under 
political pressure, and has then ordered out 
the troops to punish them for complain­ 
ing. 
In short, lie will learn th at there has 
been no iniquity too base to practice upon 
these tribes, or for the United States to 
carry the responsibility of. 
It is therefore time th at a chaDge was 
made in their treatm ent, yet those who 
have studied the past will be the last to 
believe that such a change can be made 
easily. 
Secretary Kirkwood so far only 
proposes the sensible plan we have spoken 
of. 
I t will be time enough to congratulate 
the country ou Indian reform when it has 
actually taken place. 
A t present it is 
necessary to remember th at nothing has 
been done to break up the Indian rings. 
They exist as heretofore, and they are as 
powerful as ever. When Belknap was in the 
W ar Department the country got a glimpse 
at their methods, and the Secretary of W ar 
was disgraced. 
But the rings remained, 
and they lost none of their influence or 
their rapacity. 
Let it be remembered 
that for full fifty years attem pts have been 
making to bring about just such a change 
as Secretary Kirkwood now proposes, and 
that the reform íb still unaccomplished. In 
truth the matter is almost as full of diffi­ 
culties as the question of civil service re­ 
form, and it would be folly to suppose that 
any Secretary of the Interior, however 
good his intentions, can achieve so moment­ 
ous a change without powerful assistance 
from without. 
The Indians, unfortunately for them­ 
selves, have no votes. 
So far as the polit­ 
ical government of the country is con­ 
cerned they are no better off than slaves. 
Yet there are thousands of Indians quite 
intelligent enough to exercise the suffrage, 
and it is by no means improbable that the 
majority of them could in a few years be 
fitted to take a part in the choice of dele­ 
gates to Congress. 
There can be no doubt 
that if they had votes Congress would be 
very much more willing to do them right. 
A t present they are politically impotent, 
and therefore every white rascal can cheat 
and abuse them with impunity if he pos­ 
sesses political influence. 
So long as they 
continue to be a helpless prey we must ex­ 
pect this state of things to remain. 
By 
slow degrees the Indians may perhaps be 
converted into tillers of the soil, but we 
may be certain that the Indian rings will 
desperately oppose any project which con­ 
templates wholesale changes in their man­ 
agement, and that the influence of these 
rings will for a long time be sufficient to 
paralyze the best efforts of men more ener­ 
getic even than Secretary Kirkwood. 
The 
truth is that there is too much plunder in 
the business to be lightly relinquished, and 
that the plunder enables the rings to pur­ 
chase the countenance of the people’s rep­ 
resentatives. 
The fact is a shameful one, 
but it cannot be doubted in the light of 
history.

A 
NEW 
EXCUSE. 


It is evident that the “ machine ” poli­ 
ticians who nndertake to defend the prac­ 
tice of making assessments upon office­ 
holders for campaign purposes will have to 
invent r c-e sp-mi-m’ defenses of th at po- 
sukm .1:— L_ey i.-: c y„t done, if it is to 


be maintained. 
H itherto they have as­ 
serted that it was necessary to the support 
of the party, b at when it is considered 
that the Democrats, without any Federal 
patronage, have managed for twenty yeara 
to keep up their organization, it must 
either be adm itted th at Republicans are 
far less zealous for the supremacy of their 
party than Democrats, or it must be ac­ 
knowledged that the excuse given is a bad 
one. 
The Nation recently pointed out 
another awkward consideration for the 
“ machine” Republicans. 
W henever the 
Democrats win a fight anywhere it is 
claimed that they did it by the lavish em­ 
ployment of money. 
But it is evident 
that if this explanation is true the Demo­ 
crats must obtain their money by private 
subscription, since they cenuot get it by 
assessing office-holders. 
If, therefore, the 
Democratic party can do without political 
assessments, it cannot be pretended that 
they are necessary to the 
Republican 
party. 
And 
in 
fact 
they 
are 
not 
accessary to any party. 
The practice 
of levying them is altogether nnjusti- 
iiab’e, and xvhat is worse, it constitutes an 
impeachment of the civil service system 
to which there is no defense. 
For it is 
certain th at the unanimity with which 
such assessments are paid does not pro­ 
ceed from zeal but from fear. 
Tbe office 
holders are made to understand tacitly 
th at if they expect to retain their posi­ 
tions they must pay these assessments. 
The latter are therefore black-mail and 
nothing less, and they are further evi­ 
dence that under the existing system men 
are not placed or kept in office because of 
their qualifications, but solely because of 
political favoritism. 
The whole method 
of political assessments, however, may be 
said to be the recourse of a class of men 
who, not possessing the character to invite 
confidence, yet having thrust themselves 
into the position of party managers, are 
unable to induce the wealthy members of 
the party to trust money in their hands. 
So they fall back upon the^iffice-bolders, 
who cannot help themselves. 
W hen the 
party managers are honorable men they 
will find no difficulty in obtaining all the 
funds they require for campaign purposes; 
but as it is, the citizens who could and 
would give the most under both auspices 
are justified by the attendant circum­ 
stances in drawing their purse stringB 
tight. 


T H E GERMAN OPPOSITION. 


BOOK EEYIEWS. 


A t the opening of the Reichstag, Prince 
Bismarck has encountered a strong current 
of opposition. 
The opponents of the Gov­ 
ernment programme in fact are evidently 
bolder and more confident than at any 
former time. 
They have begun the ses­ 
sion by a passionate impeachment of the 
Chancellor’s whole policy, and in attacking 
him H err Itichter has not hesitated to go 
behind him aud assault his imperial master. 
The opposition claim to have driven the 
Government into a corner already, because 
no attem pt was made by it to reply to Herr 
Richter. 
Victories of that kind, however, 
count for little or nothing, and it is not 
by declamations and denunciations that 
Bismarck’s policy is to be overthrown 
Yet it is plain that the German people are 
becoming restive under liis arrogant and 
tyrannical ways, and that the long series 
of blunders he has made of late years has 
seriously cimiuished their confidence in his 
ability to administer the internal affairs of 
the empire. 
They would prefer that he 
should confine himself to guiding its for 
eign policy. 
In th at he will encounter no 
rivalry and but little censure. 
But as a 
civil governor he has exposed his weak 
aide, and his enemies are taking advantage 
of it. 
It is true, also, as H err Richter put 
it, that tire German people feel themselves 
to have outgrown the period of tutelage, 
and that they are becoming very impatient 
of the schoolmaster policy of Bismarck. 
A t present, therefore, the Minister’s pros­ 
pects are not agreeable, and it is evident 
that he has before him a stormy and vexa­ 
tious session, though it does not follow 
that he would have preferred resignation to 
the chances of the parliamentary contest. 


TH E 
SUPERNATURAL. 


W e begin in this issue the publication of 
communications regarding the supernatu­ 
ral, or that which is supposed to be super­ 
natural. 
Our readers will find in our col­ 
umns to-day two very interesting narra­ 
tives of this character, both of which afford 
abundant scope for discussion and specu­ 
lation. 
We find th at there is no lack of 
material in this direction, but it is neces­ 
sary to impress npon those who wish to 
take part in the current contributions 
that w hat is particularly desired is in­ 
stances of such phenomena as cannot be 
explained on any purely natural hypothe­ 
sis. 
Stories relating to events which mere­ 
ly mt'jgeel the supernatural, but which are 
open to less difficult explanations, are too 
common to deserve attention in this connec­ 
tion. Illustrations of the supposed appear­ 
ance of persons known to have been dead 
at the time, are also in order, since physi- 
logical psychology 
has 
undertaken 
to 
explain the so-called apparitions of living 
persons on grounds which afford no sup­ 
port to a belief in the existence of the 
spirit after death. 
W e are likely to re­ 
ceive so many more contributions than 
there teemed reason to anticipate at first 
that we think it proper, if only in the in­ 
terest of our readers, to insist upon the 
exercise of a wise discrimination as to the 
value of narratives, on the part of our cor­ 
respondents.

FELLOW. 


A dispatch from W ashington states that 
the alleged report of A. M. Gibson on the 
star-route cases is repudiated by the De­ 
partment of Justice, whose officers pro­ 
nounce it a fraud, "say that Gibson was not 
required to submit any such report, and 
still further declare that he has no author­ 
ity in the premises. 
But they do not say 
that the comments of the report are untrue, 
nor does it seem likely that this charge 
will be made, since it is not possible for 
the public to believe that anyone went to 
the trouble of fabricating so elaborate and 
detailed a mass of evidence. 
The pre­ 
sumption will rather be that Gibson has 
stolen a march on the Department, for 
some at present unexplained reason, and 
has published a great mass of actual facts, 
which it was not intended to ventilate. 
This step may hare been ill advised, or it 
may have been well advised. 
W e cannot 
judge of that as the case stands. 
But 
Gibson must have been a very clever fellow 
indeed if he invented everything in his re­ 
port, and he will scarcely obtain credit for 
so singular a display of imaginative talent. 


H is to ry o? th e C h ris tia n R elig io n , to th e Y e a r 
I wo H cxdkkd. 
By Charles B. W rite, A. M. 
C hicago: C. V. Waite A Co. 
San Francisco: 
Joseph A. Hofmann. 
Price, $2 50. 
This volume is calculated to supply a long- 
felt w ajt. 
It is a popular history of the first 
two centuries of Christianity, written entirely 
from the standpoint of unprejudiced inquiry. 
Of histories of Christianity the world has 
seen many examples, but there is not in the 
English 
language, and accessible to the 
masses of men, any work of the kind which 
deserves the characterization of impartial, or 
which endeavors in a candid and honest" 
spirit to preEent the facts of the case as they 
appear in the light of contemporary history. 
The circumstance that nearly every history 
of Christianity has been written by men who 
were entirely satisfied of the truth of the 
dogmas of that religion before they began to 
write, no doubt has given consistency and 
reverential feeling to their productions, and 
has in the same way recommended them to 
that Christian world which shrinks from the 
bare suggestion of candid investigation into 
the beginnings of its creed. 
But there io a 
very large and continually increasing class of 
students who are unsatisfied with this kind 
of history, and who feel that to get at the 
actual truth, divested of all the glosses of 
prejudice and snperstitioD, it is necessary 
to put aside ail preconceived ideas, and 
examine 
the 
records 
with 
a 
single 
eye 
to 
the 
ascertainment 
of 
the 
truth. These students perceive that the 
history of a party or a Beet .written by a 
member of that party or sect must necessarily 
partake of the prejudice and narrowness of 
the organization. Thus we have Tory his­ 
tories of England, and Whig histories of 
England, aud Catholic aud Protestant his­ 
tories of England ; and it is quite easy to put 
one’s fiuger on the parts which proclaim the 
several writers Whig, Tory, Catholic or 
Protestant, because directly they find them­ 
selves discussing events in which the psople 
of their party or creed bore a conspicuous 
part, they begin to warp the facts so* as to 
favor the side they prefer. 
The volume before us is not of this kind. 
It is act written from the standpoint of pre­ 
vious conviction. It is written with the pur­ 
pose of gathering together all the facts regard­ 
ing the first two centuries of Christianity, or 
rather the facts of Christianity from the death 
of Jesus to the close of the second century. 
This space of time includes the period most 
important for a correct view of the maimor 
in which the religion was formed, and espe 
ciaily for a correct view of the pretensions of 
modern Christianity to a divine origin. Thirs 
is no period which so much need- the calcium 
light of modern research. No succeeding 
centuries have comparatively any importance 
for the student of Christianity. W7hat was 
done or said more than two hundred years af­ 
ter the foundation of the faith can be of no 
significance. 
It is concerning the early times 
that the world wishes to inform itself. 
Mr. 
Waite has addressed himself to this work, 
and ho has performed it very conscientiously 
and thoroughly. He has gone to the very 
roots of his subject. He has overlooked no 
authority whatever. 
He has availed himself 
of the best German and English scholarship 
also, and has with a great deal of patience 
and a happy talent for compression and con­ 
densation, contrived to put into one volume 
the essential facts concerning t.ho origin of ail 
the Christian dogmas and all the Christian 
canonical writings. 
There are extant many histories of the 
Bible and New Testament Canons, but for 
the most part they are taiute.l with the same 
bleinishes which make the histories of Chris­ 
tianity so worthless to trutfi-se.ekers. They 
are written in the spirit of advocacy. 
They 
are written with a set purpose to favor the 
earliest possible recognition of the Gospel as 
we know them. 
This desire, and the diffi­ 
culties attending it, have led to some very 
discreditable historical falsehoods, and one of 
the most singular of them has been perpe­ 
trated by the American publishers of the 
revised New Testament, in the statement that 
Matthew was written six years and Mark ten 
years after the death of Jesus. 
When state­ 
ments of this unscrupulous character are put 
forward thus boldly and authoritatively, it is 
the more necessary that unprejudiced inquir­ 
ers should ba at hand to lay the facts of the 
case before the world without any regard to 
the consequences the disclosure of the truth 
may have upon old theories, aud this is one 
of the services Mr. Waite has rendered to his 
generation in the preparation of the volume 
before us. 
To scholars his book will convey 
no new information. 
Indeed it is not in­ 
tended for such readers, but for the common 
people, who have neither time nor opportu­ 
nity to make original researches for them­ 
selves, and are therefore compelled to trust 
to the honesty of others for the correctness of 
the facts upon which their beliefs are to be 
based. 
It must be said further that Mr. Waite is 
not to be claeaed with the positive and down­ 
right assailants of Christianity whose works 
have become so familiar in these days. 
He 
is not an advocate in any sense, but simply 
an inquirer. 
He haB investigated with no 
other object than the truth, and having ascer­ 
tained that to the best of his ability, he has 
published it in as colorless a form as possi­ 
ble, leaving the facts themselves to produce 
their own impressions upon the mind of the 
readef. 
His inquiry into the chronology of 
the gospels leads him to the conclusion that 
their production must be placed at the fol­ 
lowing dates : Luke, A. D. 170 ; Mark, A. D. 
175 ; John, 178 ; Matthew, 180. It will be 
seen from this that he places the produc­ 
tion of the oldest gospel one hundred and 
forty years after the death of JeBns, and it 
must be admitted that this is a very long 
time. 
We can realize the significance of the 
difference in time better if we euppose that 
one hundred and forty years after the death 
of Washington a book should be published 
ascribing to him divine origin and powers. 
But Mr. Waite’s examination of the growth 
of the belief in the divinity of Jesus, in the 
doctrines of atonement, 
eternal punish­ 
ment, 
and in the Trinity, is, if possi­ 
ble, still more interesting, for he brings 
forward abundant authority to Bhow that 
none of 
these 
doctrines 
had existence 
until long after the death of Jesns, and that 
they were utterly unknown to the primitive 
Christians, and to the founder of the faith. 
Those who are accustomed to base their 
whole conception of Christianity upcn the 
gospel narratives do not realize that a period 
as long as that covered by the existence of 
the United States separated the death of 
Jesus from the publication of the gospels. 
This indeed is a fact which it is of the utmost 
consequence to apprehend clearly, and it is a 
fact which nearly all the orthodox Christian 
historians hare done their best (or worst) to 
obscure and conceal. I t is further significant 
that this first century of the Christian era 
was a time of almost unexampled credulity, 
and that the belief in supernatural phenom­ 
ena was universal, while at the same time 
both good and evil spirits, and good and bad 
men, were indiscriminately credited with the 
power to work miracles. Indeed it is 3hown 
by our anthor that the stories told concerning 
Apollonius of Tyana, a reputed magician of 
great power, far exceed in marvelons (claims 
anything that has been recorded of the found­ 
er of Christianity. 
The claim of divine 
origin was abo made for Apollonius, and 
indeed was quite a common pretension at the 
time, both for men of scientific attain­ 


ments, and for great conquerors and rulers. 
As regards the genesis of the various dog­ 
mas the statements given will be found 
very interesting and suggestive. 
For ex­ 
ample, the first allusion to the immaculate 
conception is found in the Epistle of Ig­ 
natius, A. D. 115, or say ninety years after 
the death of Christ, This is a very long time 
for so wonderful a doctrine to remain undis­ 
covered, and it is far too long a period to 
make the foundation of such a doctrine upcn 
fact! a possibility. Again, the belief in the 
miracles of Jesus was as lata in appearing. 
I t was not until the theory of his divinity 
had been invented that his supernatural 
powers began to be imagined. 
Mr. Waite 
says: “ The belief in the miracles of Jesus, 
“ a belief which became common early in 
“ the second century, was naturally con­ 
" nrcted with his deification, and his assign- 
“ ment to a supernatural origin. A being 
“ who can disregard and oveithrow the laws 
“ of nature, must needs be a god, and a god 
“ must be begotten by a god. 
Thus the 
“ tnree doctrines may be said to postulate and 
“ prove 6ach other.” The first mention of 
the-miracles of Jc-sus occurs in a writing a' 
hundred years after his death. 
Says Mr. 
W aite: “ A hundred years cl silence, by 
“ Christian writers, is at least wonderful, if 
“ such miracles were then believed. 
And 
“ equally wonderful is the fact that no Jew 
“ ish 
or heathen 
historian, during that 
“ period, has recorded that such events were 
“ reported of Jeeus aud believed by his fol- 
“ lowers.” 
The doctrine of the resurrection appeared 
first about seventy-five years after the death 
of Christ. This also is a very long period for 
so remarkable a doctrine to lie unutilized. 
The earlieet view of it denied a resurrec­ 
tion of the body, moreover, which was not 
thought of until the second century. The 
dogma of the Trinity was unknown to the 
Christians of the first century, and probably 
to thuse of the second. A belief in the im­ 
mortality of the soul was not prevalent in the 
first century, or indeed until much later. 
Mr. Waite shows that many of the so-called 
Christian dogmas, but which weie unknown 
to Christ, had their origiD, or at least their 
parallel, in heathen religious creeds existing 
long previously. 
Thus the dogma of im 
maculate conception, of a divine savior, of 
atonement, of resurrection from the dead, of 
the Trinity, and of the Logos, or Word, are 
all to be found in religions ante-dating Chris­ 
tianity, as are also thoss of original sin, fall 
of man, and endless punishment. 
In conclusion Mr. Waite says : “ It may 
“ be repeated, that no evidence is found of the 
“ existence in the first century of either of 
“ the following doctrines : The immaculate 
“ conception; the miracles of C hrist; hisma- 
“ terial resurrection. No one of these doctrines 
“ is to be found in the epi3ties of the New 
“ Testament, cor have we been able to find 
“ them in any other writings of the first cen- 
“ tury. As to the four gospels, in coming to 
“ the conclusion that they were not written 
“ in the first century we have but recorded the 
“ conviction of the more advanced scholars of 
“ the present day, irrespective of their reli- 
"gicus views in other respects ; with whom, 
“ the question as now presented is, how early 
“ in the second century were they composed?” 
A very careful chronological tibie ef the 
Christian writings is given, and this will en­ 
able the student to judge for himself concern­ 
ing the value of the statements made by 
Christian apologists regarding the events and 
doctrines of the patristic period. Mr. Waite 
has written throughout in a perfectly impar­ 
tial and candid manner. 
Having no theory 
to maintain he has been able to aiiow due 
weight to all the evidence 
belore 
him. 
Making no pretension to the position of an 
original inquirer, he merely claims to have 
examined all the authorities, and to have 
taken the mean of them. The conclusions he 
presents are therefore those which are most 
strongly supported by evidence, and conse­ 
quently the most credible. 
The very temperate and dispassionate tone 
of the author, and the systematic way in 
which he has marshalled his facts, arranging 
them into periods, and patiently examining 
all the authors of each period before proceed­ 
ing to the next, suggest the value of the work 
as a text-book. I t is just such a volume as 
might be ¡ introduced to the schools with ad­ 
vantage. 
It has no tincture of sectarianism 
about it. 
It is written to prove no favorite 
theory. 
It is not intended to affect any just 
beliefs. 
It is as purely and honestly histor­ 
ical as any work can possibly be, and it 
embodies the most important conclusions of 
the ablest scholars of this and all preceding 
ages. 
It is, in fact, a succinct and valuable 
summary of all that the records of eighteen 
hundred years have gathered together in re­ 
gard to the origin of Christianity. 
Every 
firm believer in that religion must welcome 
such a compendium, aud must be willing that 
the rising generation 
should learn these 
truths, which are so necessary to the firm 
establishment of confidence in any creed. 
And we need not hesitate to express the 
opinion that whoever jieruses this book care­ 
fully, and so becomes master of the funda­ 
mental facts of Christianity, must, if subse­ 
quently he embraces that religion, rest his be­ 
lief absolutely and entirely in a faith alto­ 
gether beyond and outside of reason. 


T hk Foreigner ix Chixa. 
By L. N. Wheeler, D. D. 
Chicago: S. C. Griggs & Co. 
Sacram ento: W. 
A. A C. S. Houghton. 
Price, SI 50. 
The object of this book is not quite ap­ 
parent, but its effect is perfectly tangible. It 
exhibits the foreigner in China as an ex­ 
tremely grasping, greedy, overbearing, tyran­ 
nical andgodk-ss being, who not only ill treats 
the Chinese whenever he can, but who fills 
the cup of his iniquity by turning the cold 
shoulder on the missionary. In fact the book 
is written by a missionary, and therefore it is 
necessary to take what the author says about 
his class with several grains of allowance. As 
regards his historical sketch of the practices 
of the mercantile and military foreigner in 
China, unfortunately there is less room for 
doubt as to the truth of the presentation. 
Indeed the truth in this respect is almost as 
bad as it could be. The Western nations are 
exhibited in as thoroughly heathen a guise as 
possible. They are shown to have behaved 
most infamously towards the Chinese. 
The 
shameful tale of Englaud’s murderous ra­ 
pacity in the opium war—that ineffaceble 
stain upon her honor and blasting satire upon 
her Christianity—can never fail to awaken 
righteous indignation in the mind of the 
impartial reader. 
It is indeed one of the 
foulest 
chapters 
in 
all 
history, 
and 
heathendom 
will 
be 
searched in vain 
for a parallel to it in cold-blooded and thor­ 
oughly pagan cruelty and brutality. 
If the 
civilization of England is ever judged by 
posterity upon this case, it must be con­ 
demned, and all the more certainly because 
the infamy has been maintained with dogged 
persistence for more than a generation, in the 
teeth of all the moral sense of the world, 
and in default of the least justification. But 
Mr, Wheeler shows that the Western nations 
have all abused China as opportunity served 
and have all exhibited the same sordid resolve 
to shut their eyes to everything but “ the 
“ main chance.” 
His chapters upon the 
missionary prospects of the country are the 
least interesting and valuable of the book. 
His idea that the Tae-Ping creed was or 
could have become an auxili ary to Christianity, 
is wholly unwarranted by the facts, the 
Tae Pings having held the most grotesque 
and extravagant notions, and being in truth 
quite 
ignorant of all Christian doctrine, 


I t is interesting to know, however, that 
Mr. Wheeler has a very high opinion of the 
capacity of the Chinese, and thinks they are 
quite able, by the aid of foreign drill-masters 
and mechtnics, to compete with Europe and 
America in military end naval progress as 
well as in 
commerce and manufactures. 
W hether they will do so, however, is quite 
another question. 


A nthropology : Ax I ntroduction to the Study o r 
M ax ax d C iv iliz atio n . 
By E dw ard B. Trior, 
D. C. L., F. R. S. 
New York: D. Appleton A Co. 
The study of anthropology is a new one, but 
it lias become necessaiy to ths proper inter­ 
pretation of many other sciences. As Mr. 
Tylor observes in his preface, “ Much of 
“ the difficulty of learning and leaching lies 
“ in the scholar’s not seeing clearly what 
“ each science is aud is for, what its place is 
’“ among the purposes of life. If he knows 
“ something of its early history, and how 
“ it arose fiom the simpler wants and cir- 
“ cumstances of mankind, he finds himself 
“ better able to lay hold of it than when, as 
“ too often happen?, he is called upon to take 
“ up an abstruse subject not at the be­ 
" ginning but iu the middle.” This is very 
true, aud therefore the study of anthropology 
is well calculated not only to explain but to 
impart an interest to other studies which 
cannot tu t facilitate their acquisition. And 
anthropology itself is full of interest. Noth­ 
ing indeed can be more fascinating than the 
exploration of the early periods of civilization, 
the investigation of the dim dawninga of 
culture, 
the 
tracing out 
of 
primitive 
habit?, and ideas and beliefs, the inquiry 
into the causes of race separation and the 
differentiation of species and language. The 
field is so broad that no text-book can do 
more than suggest the salieat points which 
future independent research cau alone develop, 
but it is fall of importance for education 
generally, and it forms a point of connection 
with so many sciences that it cannot any 
longer be omitted from the 
educational 
scheme. 
It is uunecessary to say that Mr. 
Tylor hss written with his usual clearness 
and accuracy, or that his work is eminently 
readable aud worth having, apart from its 
value as a text-book.

This is a translation of a work by a schol­ 
arly French professor. 
It contains a critical 
analysis of the oratory of Demosthenes, to­ 
gether with a sketch of his life, and extracts 
from his orations, ending with a discussion 
of the “ Trial on the Crown.” As an ac­ 
count of Demosthenes from the standpoint 
of ripe modern scholarship the volume is im­ 
portant, 
Though it is questionable whether 
the study of the classics has not already cul­ 
minated, and whether in the future they wiil 
not be practically abandoned, there wiil no 
doubt always remain a limited number of 
devout worshipers of the ancients, just a 
there will always remain a limited number of 
transcendental philosophers. For these such 
a work as Bredif 'a Demosthenes ig u b í possess 
a special value, though perhaps most of them 
might prefer to read it in the original. 
It 
must, however, be said that the translation is 
generally very well done, and that the book 
generally is well got np.

Trill Held—The Jury Disagree—Is It a 
Hotel or Tavern 7 
The Sunday-law case known as The People 
vs. C. W. Harvey, of Galt, was tried before 
Justice Coggins.with a jury, in the Superior 
Ccurt-room, Department Two, yesterday 
afternoon. Di-trict Attorney H. L. Buckley 
conducted the case upon the part of the peo­ 
ple, and Freeman & Bates and J. H. Harris 
appeared for the defendant. The jury was 
composed of George Landon, Thouiaa L. 
Acock, Geo. W. Slyter, A. Peltier, B. 
Ehiers, Martin Devine, T. G. Salisbury, P. 
Clark, H. Weinstock, O. P. Dudge, R. C. 
Ferguson and Sims Emory. 
The charge 
against defendant, which was sworn to by 
Mrs. John G. Rie, is ae follows : “ That on 
the tith day of November, 1881, and within 
Dry Creek township, in the county of 
Sacramento, in the State of California, the 
defendant, C. W. Harvey, did then and there, 
in his hotel, in the town of Gall, in said 
township, keep open and conduct the bar sit­ 
uate and being i:i the office and sitting-room 
of said hotel, and did at said bar sell liquor 
and cigars on said day. 
Said bar is also the 
otfie: counter of said hotel, and the place where 
the books of ¿aid hotel are kept—contrary to 
the form, force and effect of the statute in such 
case made and provided, and against the 
peace and dignity of the people of the State 
of California.” The charge is drawn under 
Sections 300 and 301 of the PeDal Code, com­ 
monly referred to as “ the Sunday law,” and 
which are as follows: 
Section 300. Every person who keeps open 
on .‘•'unday any store, workshop, bar, «alono, 
banking-house, or other place of business, for 
the purpose of transacting business therein, is 
punishable by fine, not less than 55 nor more 
than §50. 
Section 301. The provisioo3or the preceding 
section do not apply to persons who, on Sun lay, 
keep oreu hotels, boarding-houses, barber 
shops, baths, markets, restaurants, taverns, liv­ 
ery stables, or retail drugstores, for the legiti­ 
mate business of each, or such manufacturing 
establishments as are usually kept in con­ 
tinued operati-n ; provided, that the preced­ 
ing section shall apply to persons keeping 
open barber-ehops, bath houses, and hair­ 
dressing Ealoons after 12 o’clock M. on Sun­ 
day.The evidence for the prosecution upon ihe 
trial was to the effect that the defendant 
kept his bar open upon Sunday the same as 
upon other days. This was not refuted by 
testimony of defendant’s witnesses, but evi­ 
dence was given to show that the bar was in 
the sitting-room, and that the sale of liquors 
and cigars, or furnishing them to customers, 
was one part of the business of the hotel, or 
tavern, and of others, as generally kept in this 
St .te through the country, and that while 
bu-iness might be carried on without a bar, 
it would be much les» profitable. 
The case as presented by counsel for de­ 
fense, upon argument, was that hotels and 
taverns were exempt under the statute, and 
that if it could be claimed that a bar-room 
was not necessarily or legally part of a hotel, 
it was included by the word tavern, which is 
described by Webster to be “ a hotel, u.-ually 
licensed to sell liquors in small quantities.” 
L'nder this definition and a case reported in 
the Georgia Rep .rts, of similar interpreta­ 
tion, it was held that a bar was include.: in 
the exception of taverns fiom the statute, 
and h nee defendant had al«gal right to keep 
his bar open upon Sunday the same as any 
other day. 
U pon the other hand, the District Attor­ 
ney claimed that the definition of Webster 
wa3 net of legal significance, and that the 
c tse cited was upon an ancient law unlike the 
statute of this State ; that if the bar could 
beh-ld to be a D3rt of the business of the 
hotel or tavern in a legal sense, then the bar­ 
room could be kept by the hotel pro­ 
prietor in another building, at quite a 
distance even from tbe hotel, or tav­ 
ern, and yet be held to be part 
of it, because the proprietor claimed it to be 
so. This the District Attorney said would 
be absurd. He also claimed that the object 
of the Legislature could not have been to 
prohibit saloon-keepers from selling upon 
Sunday, and permit an open bar to be kept 
at full tide in an adjoining building simply 
because it was in a hotel or tavern, or was 
chimed to be part of one. 
The Court, in his charge to the jury, andin 
response to a question by one of the jury­ 
men, charged that if they found that the 
house kept by the defendant was a hotel, 
then, as he viewed the law, they would find 
the defendant guilty, but if the public house 
he kept was included within the term 
“ tavern,” then he would not be guilty. 
The jury, after being out some time, were 
unable to agree, and were discharged. It is 
understood that six of the jury claimed that 
the place kept by defendant is a “ hotel,” and 
the other six that it is a “ tavern.”

H ow t o C o o k a T u r k e y .—After picking 
and singeing the turkey, 
plump it by 
plunging quickly three times into boiling 
water and then three time3 into cold, hold­ 
ing it by the legi ; place to drain and dress. 
Prepare stuffing by taking pieces of dry 
bread and crust (not too brown) cut off a 
loaf of bread fully three or four days old 
(but not moldy) ; place crust and pieces in 
a pan ¿ail pour on a very little boiling 
water, c :v-r tightly with a cloth, let stm d 
until so ft, add a large lump of butter, pep­ 
per, sale, one or two fresh eggs, and the 
bread from which the crust was cut, so as 
not to have it too moist. 
Mix well with 
the hands and season to suit taste ; rub 
inside of turkey with pepper and salt, stufi 
and sew up each slit v .itn a strong thread ; 
tie the legs down firmly, and press the 
wings cl osely to the sides, securing them 
w ith a cord tied around the body (or U3e 
sk e w ers if at h and), steam from one to 
three h o u rs (or u n til easily pierced with a 
f rk), according to the size, then place 
turkey in p an with water from dripping- 
pan in wr.ich the turkey was steamed ; laid 
the tu rk e v , or place on the breast the 
pieces of fat taken from it before it was 
stu ffed, spi nkle with salt and pepper, 
d red g e well with flour ; if not sufficient 
water in pan, keep ad d in g boiling water 
and baste often, as the excellence of the 
turkey depends much on this. 
Cook until 
a nice brown ai d perfectly tender; remove 
to a hot platter and serve with cianherry 
sauce and 
giblet gravy. 
To make the 
gravy, after the turkey is dished, place the 
dippiug-pan on the top of range or stove, 
ekirn off most of the fat, and add water if 
necessary; chop the heart, gizzard and liver 
(previously boiled two hours in two quarts 
<5t water), an d ad d to the gravy witn the 
water in which they were boiled, season 
with ealt and pepper, add a smooth thick­ 
ening of flour and water, stir constantly 
until thoroughly mixed with the gravy, 
and boil until the flour is well cooked. 
Some in making stuffing try out the fat of 
the turkey at a low temper ature, and use 
instead of butter ; others use the fat of 
sweet, pickled pork chopped fine (not tried 
out), and a iiqall quantity of butter, or 
none a t ail. 
C an a L ad y e e a Cook ?— There are 
varied opinions about the question, “ Can 
a Lady be a Cook ?” 
W e ourselve3 main­ 
tain that every human being ought to be 
propejdy instructed “ W hat to eat and 
drink,1' and take an interest in this mat­ 
ter. 
The higher the person the more they 
should know, and the more rationally 
should they live. 
Therefore, the better 
educated a lady, the more should she 
know how to order her dinner, how to pre­ 
side over her household, and not have to 
fly to the caterer every time her husband 
brings a few friends to take a little dinner 
w ith him. 
If the art were well under­ 
stood, it is attonishiug with how little fuss 
a very nice dinner may be provided. 
The 
lady who can afford to keep a good cook 
need only to direct her arrangements. But 
direct them she must, if she is to deserve 
the name of the head of the house. 
The 
lady who can cnly 
afford au ordiuary 
servant, may have to supervise the very 
preparations ; 
bat 
there 
is 
many 
a 
lady 
who 
has 
to 
do 
it herself, 
be­ 
cause the keeping of a servant takes a 
part of her income she cannot afford to 
lose. 
W ith proper arrangements it is an 
«asy thing to be a cook, and prepare a 
fam ily’s dinner within an hour or au hour 
and a half, while neither destroying your 
hands nor your clothes, nor being over­ 
heated or put oat of temper. 
W hat a 
lady requires is such cooking arrange­ 
ments and utensils as will help her to pre­ 
pare food cleanly and expeditiously, and 
such a knowlege of the art of cooking that 
ehe will know well how to use her mate­ 
rials. 
Naturally she must take to her oc­ 
cupation with a will, and be ready to do 
her best. 
There is no necessity for dirt 
and smoke and grease being about. 
Cook­ 
ing can be done without them in cleanly 
utensils, doing once for all away with all 
black pots and pans, and establishing the 
rale that nothing can be clean enough for 
cooking.—[Food and Health. 
P o u lt r y.— Young poultry should have 
plenty to eat and be examined now and 
m en as to how they get on ; they should 
be allowed free exercise in fine weather, 
aud have then good nourishing food. 
The 
young will need it more than the old. 
It 
is better to throw food in the poultry yard 
two or three times a day than to have it 
standing about for the fowls and chickens 
to get it themselves. 
Fowls like varied 
food. 
Any kind of grain if varied will do 
for the common store fowl, because if it is 
allowed to roam, it w ill get plenty of varied 
food provided for them, whether it be 
cooked or fresh, vegetable or animal. 
If 
they have different food, less will do. 


Household Notes. 
D el ic io u s I n d ia n P u d d in g , Stea m ed. — 
P u t a quart of milk over the fire in a 
double kettle, and when it boils add to it 
one teacup of yellow meal dissolved iu a 
little cold milk. 
(This cold milk may be 
taken from the quart before it is put over 
the fire.) 
Let the milk and meal boil 
together well for a full hour. 
Then take 
it off’ the tire, pour into a large bowl and 
let it get perfectly cold. 
Then add three 
or four well-beaten eggs, a half-pound of 
suet finely chopped, one teaspoonful of 
pow dered cinnamon, a half cup of stoned 
raisins, one teaspoon of 
Royal 
baking 
powder and a little salt. 
Mix and beat 
well together. 
Grease well a tin mold, 
cover tightly, and steam in a kettle of boil­ 
ing water from two to three hours. 
A tin 
lard pail with a good cover is an excellent 
thing to boil the pudding in. 
It must be 
eaten with the liquid wine sauce, direc­ 
tions for which were lately given in this 
column. 
L ig h t P o T -P iE .^ O n e pint of sour milk 
or buttermilk, one teacup of sour cream, 
and one teaspoon of soda ; add flour and 
mix hard, like bread, and let it stand one 
hour to rise. 
Never roll or cut it, but nip 
it off in pieces of the size you wish ; boil 
thirty minutes, and you w ill always have 
it as light as a puff. 
Almost any kind of 
fresh meat will make good pot-pie, though 
chicken, beef and veal are preferable. Pre­ 
pare the meat the same as for baked 
chicken pie ; drop one thickness of the crust 
all around the top of the pot. 
Let the pot 
be uncovered the first fifteen minutes, then 
cover it and boil fifteen minutes longer. Be 
sure that it does not stop boiling from the 
tim e the crust is put in until you take it 
up ; bring it to the table immediately. 
S il v e r in g M e t a ls.—Small articles may 
easily be coated with silver by dipping 
them into a solution of common salt, and 
nibbing with a mixture of one part of pre­ 
cipitated chloride of silver, two parts of 
potassa alum, eight parts of common salt, 
and the same quantity of cream of tartar. 
The article is then washed and dried with 
a sift rag. 
T h e B ird -C a g e .—It is a good plan to 
cover a bird-cage at night with a woolen 
or other cloth having a rough surface, as 
the vermin which infest most birds will be 
attracted by the greater warmth, leave the 
bird for the covering, and in the morning 
the latter may be scalded, and they will 
thus be destroyed. 
B a k e d I n d ia n P u d d in g . — T he pudding 
is m ade ex actly lik e th e above, ex cep t th a t 
th e suet is o m itted an d a h alf cup of mo­ 
lasses is added. 
Bake tw o hours in a slow 
oven, Betting th e dish on a slide so th a t 
th e bottom w ill n o t bum, an d keeping th e 
top covered so th a t no crust w ill form. 
Coco an ut P u d d in g.— One grated cocoa- 
nut ; whites of eight eggs, one-fourth pound 
each of butter and sugar. 
S auce fo r G in g e r P u d d in g.— Half pint 
of molasses, one pint of sugar, lump of bnt- 
£er, little water, ginger to ta ste; boil all 
w ell together. 
G in g e r P u d d in g.— F ive egg-, tv-, c caps 


each sugar and butter, four cups flour, one 
cup each of molasses and sour milk, tea­ 
spoon of soda, ginger and allspice to taste. 


F o r H e m o r r h a g e .—T o 
stop 
hemor­ 
rhage, or bleeding from the nose, wound, 
or from any cause, apply dried beef scraped 
very fine. 
If it is smoked it is so much the 
better. 
This remedy saved a pet horse of 
ours when everything else failed. 
M in c e P ie s.— Six pounds of lean beef, 
boiled till tender, four pounds suet, two 
pounds raisins, one pound currants, one 
pound- citron ; chop and mix with brandy, 
sweeten and 
salt to your ta ste; 
add 
ground cloves and spices to suit.

known, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultura] and Health Officer of the Beard 
of State Viticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized and instructed by said Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 
QFARA\ ri»TE R! LES IX » REGULATIONS. 
Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth ; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, aud to be 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reascn of this rule is that the winter eirg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is according to tho best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within th.s State 
before being further dis*ributed or p’anted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines,according to any one of ihe following methods, 
viz.: 
. 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle ; immtr.se 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a cov. red vessel and h at 
gently to boiling point to.* oce hour; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
sittings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [V. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 
For the convenience and protection of ail inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed loial resid* nt inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where viae-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vires, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector.

goid disease, which are becoming danger us iu all 
parts of the country. 
CERTIFICATES. 
For the further convenience of vine-grower?, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the sabl Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show* to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected bv Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 
INFECTE!) W RAPPINGS, ETC. 
Rule 3. All pickages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vints (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im­ 
mersing in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not uisinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES. 
All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

Quarantine Roles and Regulations 
For (he Protection of 
FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES 
From Insect Pests, namely, insects injurious to fruit 
and fruit trees, authorized and approved by the 
Board o? State Viticultor a! Commissioners of Cali­ 
fornia. In pursuance of an Act entitled “An 
Act to define and enlarge the duties and 
powers of the Board of State viticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the appointment of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” approved March 4, I81I, 
the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in any and 
all of the fruit-growing regions of the State, whose 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and to authorize the appointment of 
certain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­

Said boiling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not lean than one 
pound (1 Hi) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (2) of one pound (1 lb) of cor.cent rated lye 
to each and every twenty gallous of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any srec es of Scale insect or Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larva? or 
uupa?, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 lb) of whale oil soap 
an i one-fourth of one pound of floweis of sulphur 
to each and every one and one quarter (1 J) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or in any olher 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural ai d Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit ; f any kind grown in any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plants 
are known to be infested with any insect or insects, 
or the genus thereof, namely, their eggs, larva? or 
pupa?, known to be injuri us to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or transportation.

I became acquainted with him in a somewhat 
romantic manner. I was much attached to a 
young lady in the village, and was paying her 
devoirs cf a warm nature. Her elder sister 
had an admirer in the person of the youcg 
man of whom I spoke, and this peculiar re­ 
lationship—the interest we took in the sis­ 
ters—drew us cloeer together and made us, iu 
the fullest sense, intimates. 
Finally, ray 
friend (whom for the purpose of this narrative 
I shall call It.) proposed marriage to the 
object of his affections. 
I have no intention 
of reflecting upon the 
young ladies of 
these later 
days, in 
stating 
that 
at 
the period, and in the 
community of 
which 
I 
write, 
young 
woman 
were 
not given to making response to such offers 
until they had counseled with their parents 
or friend3 and thoroughly informed them­ 
selves concerning the past life of the man 
who sought them in marriage. It was a good 
old custom, the rigid observance of which the 
youths of the West wero brought up to re­ 
spect. So it came about that I, as a friend 
of both parties, was called to the meeting 
between the elder brother and guardian of 
the lady, and my friend R. At that meeting 
I heard the following story, which formed a 
part of the narrative of his life that my 
friend submitted for examination.

The eyes may speak it all so fondly, 
the dear face be an open page of affection, 
but the lip confession of love, the outward 
manifestation of the soul’s depth of feeling, 
drives away all doubts, nourishes the heart 
that beats for us, and ¡3 the banquet where 
?3Vé sits andhas lie fill.

My pay, in largest 
part, was remitted to my mother, and I had 
the comfort of knowing, by her affectionate 
and frequent letters, which met me in every 
port and on every station, that she was well, 
comfortable, and, in the shadow of her past 
sorrow, had but one living regret—the ab­ 
sence of a son now doubly dear to her. So 
went the days and years, and I was just 
twenty-two when, on entering a home-port 
where I was to have Bome weeks of liberty, 
in which to visit the home of my boy­ 
hood, a letter for me came off in the 
first mail-bag.

Four years had passed, but in only 
formal words had I responded to the loving, 
uncbidiog epiitles of my mother. I now saw 
my ingratitude in its true light. 
1 realized 
the anguish I must have caused her gentle 
heart, and the more I considered it the 
deeper became the pain of self-reproach. 
Oue night, as I lay in my bed, the conviction 
of my error, my crime, came upon me with 
redoubled force. By a sudden impulse which 
seemed to move me from without myself, I 
left my bed, hastily dressed, and descending 
to the clerk’s office of the hotel, I seized a 
pen, and there, iu the middle of the night, I 
poured out, in burning words, page after 
page of confession to my mother.

Eds. Eecokd-Union : In a recent number 
of the Reoobd-Unios an invitation is ex­ 
tended to anyone “ who knows of any alleged 
supernatural incident, or can tell of any such 
incident at second-hand,” to communicate 
the circumstances of the same to its columns. 
The following incident would seem to be em­ 
braced within the category of the supernat­ 
ural, and I will relate it just as it occurred* 
with due authentication, and without the 
least degree of coloring : In the winter of 
1859 Myron Strong and Albion Short owned 
and worked a placer mining claim at the 
southern base of Tunnel Hill, near the Jack­ 
son and Mokelumne Hill road, and about 
one mile and a quarter east of the town of 
Jackson. The banks of the mine were from 
ten to fifteen feet in hight, and with the ex­ 
ception of a couple of feet of gravel on the 
bottom of only ordinary compactness, were of 
a very haft nature, though of a very treach­ 
erous character in consequence of the pres­ 
ence of numerous narrow mud-seams which 
extended from the surface to the very bottom 
of the mine, and which seldom became visible 
until the caving of the bank occurred. The 
careless manner of working the claim by too 
extensive drifting along its entire face was a 
subject of general remark among the miners 
of the neighborhood, and on numerous occa­ 
sions Strong and Short were warned of the 
imminent danger to which they were sub­ 
jecting themselves by their imprudent way of 
digging 
b o far underneath the unreliable 
bank», which admonitions of danger, how­ 
ever, failed to receive proper consideration 
from the two fated men, as they continuad 
their careless method of mining until the 14th 
of February, 1859, when both were caved on 
and killed. The cave was not discovered 
until the forenoon of the following day, and 
then first by John H. Bradley, who had not 
the remotest idea that the unfortunate men 
were buried beneath the large cave of earth 
at which he was looking, for he subsequently 
told the writer of this that he distinctly saw 
Strong and Short standing on the opposite 
bank from where he was, and that they were 
both looking down upon the caved earth just 
where the two men were afterwards found bur­ 
ied. 
Bradley was intimately acquainted with 
Strong and Short, and with their style of 
dress, and in relating the incident said that, 
to all appearances, they stood upon the bank 
in propria pertona as plainly visible as any 
objects he ever looked at. A strong gale of 
wind was then blowing, and as Bradley’s po­ 
sition on the ground was to the windward of 
the objects which he supposed to be Strong 
and Short, he made no attempt to communi­ 
cate with them, and, with some pressing busi­ 
ness before him, he eoon turned away. Short 
and Strong were fonnd five or six hours after 
Bradley left the locality of their claim, 
buried, as before narrated. John H. Bradley 
was a man of cool judgment, quite free from 
impulsiveness, and of unquestionable veracity 
—and he held several responsible positions in 
the county, among them County School Su­ 
perintendent, Postmaster at Jackson, and for 
a time was editor of the Amador Ledger. 
He left this community in 1866, settling in 
Santa Barbara county, where he died about 
seven years ago.
